] took Ills regiment at New Orleans, organized 
and drilled it to a high state of efficiency, 

I and early in September was on the Rio 
Grande, in the army of his father-in-law, 
Gen. Zachary Taylor. A few days later he 
bore a conspicuous part in the siege and 
storming of Monterey, and, as commissioner, 
aided in drawing up the terms of capitula- 
) tion. 

Five months of comparative quiet followed, 
ami then came the crowning giory of his 
military career, the achievement of which, 
more than all else, fixed him firmly in the 
affections of the southern people, aided him 
effectively at each turning point in bis subse- 
quent career, made him secretary of war and 
finally presklent of the Southern Confeder- 
acy. This was bis gallantry, coolness in dan- 
ger and soldierly skill at tins battle of Buena 
Vista, Feb. 23, 1847. 

In July, 184ft, Mr. Davis was in congress, in 
September be was leading bis regiment 
against Monterey ; tn February, 1847, he was 
at Buena Vista, and July of the same year 
found him again a peaceful planter, the regi- 
ment's term of service liaving expired. In 
August, 1847, the governor o' Mississippi ap- 
pointed him a Uniteal States senator to fill 
a vacancy; the legislature in 1848 re-elected 
him to complete the term, and in 1810 re- 
elected him for a full term.

No dark sibyl hailed them at their birth as 
(he oomiug exponents of oil awful struggle. 
No prophet would have dared predict in the 1 
days of their prominence that the nigged 
Lincoln was soon to fall, while the defeated, ! 

I an Invalid during a third of his life, would 
survive his ^reat antagonist for a quarter of 
a century, outliving all the actors of his age 
In the great struggle, yet such was to be the 
irony of fate. History jiresents many para- | 
duxes, but none greater than this: that the 1 
victor should fall in the very hour of victory | 
and tlic defeated live till almost every trace 
| of the conflict had vanished, to die of mere 
j okl age. 

The ancestors of Jefferson Davis were of 
[ pure English stock, but so lopg resident in 
America that the type had become thorough- 
ly southern American. On both sides they 
| served in the war for American independ- 
| ence, his father, Samuel Davis, winning 
I some distinction in the mounted troops of 
I Georgia. Of his two sons, Jefferson early be- 
came a soldier, while Joseph, a man of talent, 
scarcely, if at all, inferior, gained a local 
success as lawyer and planter in Mississippi. 
The brothers were notably affectionate in ! 
childhood, and remained through life devoted 
to each other. 

Soon after the birth of Jefferson, Satnnel ] 
Davis removed to Missiadppi, locating near | 
Woodville, in Wilkinson county. The sons 
there acquired an unusually good English 
| education for toe time, and at an early age | 
Jefferson entered Transylvania college, Ken- 
tucky. In 1824, however. President Monroe | 
appointed him a cadet at W est Point, whence : 
he was graduated in 1828, at the early age of 
20. He bod stood high in his class, and at J 
once entered on active duty, though for some 
; time commissioned only as a brevet second 
| lieutenant. Promotion was yery slow in those 
(leaceful times, but be soon won his full com- 
mission, and ir. the next tliree years demon- 
strated his organizing capacity, both as in- I 
fantrv aud staff officer on the northwestern 
frontier.

Tho result was the famous Foote-Davfa 
gubernatorial campaign of 1851. Tbe “Union” 
party, as it was called, carried the state by 
7,500 majority on the convention question, 
but Mr. Foote’s majority for governor was 
but 909 — a remarkable proof of the jxvpular- 
ity of Col. Davfa He had resigned hfa seat 
in the senate, and now remained in retire- 
ment till 1852, when he canvassed several 
states for the Democratic candidates.

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His Able Administration of the War De- 
partment. 

March 4, 1853, President Franklin Pierce 
named Col. Jefferson Davis as secretary of 
war. That of Pierce was a strong cabinet, 
and secretary Davfa was certainly among tbe 
strongest men in it Men of all parties agree 
that hfa administration of tbe war depart- 
ment was marked by ability and energy, and 
many old officers testify that of all secre- 
taries in their time CoL Davfa was (save for 
hfa quarrel with Gen. Scott) most popular 
with the array. He reorganized almost the 
entire service, drafted a new code of army 
regulations, introduced tbe light infantry 
rifle system of tactics, tried the experiment 
of camels for transportation on the south- 
western deserts, added four regiments to the 
regular army, and improved tho entire sys- 
tem of sea coast defenses. He also had tbe 
boundaries between Mexico and the United 
States fixed accurately, and secured tbe com- 
plete survey and almost tbe adoption of the 
southern route for a Pacific railroad. He 
sent Capt. George B. McClellan and two 
other officers to tbe Crimea to study the mili- 
tary tactics of the armies there fin 1854-’5), 
and was so pleased with thoir report that be 
retained warm personal feelings far them 
even tb rough tlie civil war. 

With the events of President Pierce’s ad- 
ministration congress and the country may 
be said to have entered in full course upon 
tho proceedings which led to the civil war. 
It fa not to be expected that any American 
could at this time take a dispassionate and 
philosophical view of that part of history. 
All that remains then fa to recite tbe princi- 
pal events and quoto briefly the matured 
judgment of friends and foes. 

At hfa retirement from the cabinet in 
March. 1857, tbe legislature of Mississippi had 
elected Mr. Davis as United States senator 
for the term to close March 4, 1868. He 
plunged at once Into the heated debates of tho 
t i me.matn tainlng the rather extreme southern 
view, and with an ability and courtesy which 
elicited warm praise cveu from bis foea Tbe

Cashier Cornelius F. Banta, of the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank in Wall Street, 
says thc Sporting World, has lost by death 
his trotting horse, Ned, forty years of age. 
When younger the horse had quite a rep- 
utation ior speed and intelligence, and re- 
tained his health and faculties to a remark- 
able degree up to the time of his death.

Tlie fol- 
lowing instance of protracted longevity is 
giyen in a French journal : “Alter the 
war with France, in tlie early part of tliis 
century, among a number of thoroughbred 
English horses sent to the Hanoverian 
Cavalry was one which had served in tlie 
Third Regiment of Dragoons since 1793 . 
In 1816 it was transferred to the hussars 
of the guard, in which regiment it remain- 
ed until 1 S 17 , when it was madc a pen- 
sioner, dying in 1850 , aged sixty. — Ken- 
tucky Stock Farm. 

“When other trotting stallions begin 
to get 2:30 or better performers out of 
thoroughbrcJ marcs it will be time enough 
to make an argument 011 the point that 
running blooJ and trotting blood will 
mix with good results," observes the 
Breeders’ Gazette. “In the case of Elec- 
tioneer, all that he has done is to abso- 
lutely overcome the running tendencies 
of some mares to whicli he has been bred. 
This system of breeding running mares 
to trotting stallions in the hope of thereby 
securing trotters was tried twenty years 
ago in Kentucky and fonnd to be exactly 
the wrong way. The breeders in Orange 
county. N. Y., adopted a different system, 
their idea being to pile upas many crosses 
of trotting blopd as possible, and tlie re- 
sult was that all the famous trotters of 
those days, with the exception of Lady 
Thorne, were bred in the East. It is only 
since tlie Kentuckians have learned to 
let running blood alone that they haye 
succeeded in breeding fast trotters with 
certainty, and there is not tlie slightest 
danger of their going back to the old 
plan. Trotting blood and pacing blood 
work well together, but neither of them 
will mix with running blood.”

Politic schools are so related to sys- 
tems of public record that their statis- 
tics are obtainable through established 
methods. 

Incorporated private schools liave a 
place in public records. 

Parochial schools generally render 
stated reports to some controlling hotly. 

Unincorporated private schools form 
a considerable element of usefulness 
hitherto unmeasured. It Is desirable to 
gather reports of the number of teacll- 
ets anti pupils iu such schools, with- 
out troubling tliem for Hie financial 
statements that schools sup|«irted by 
public funds owe to tlie tax payers. 

Tlie enumerators of population w ill 
report each person who has alteuded 
school within Hie year, aud whether 
at public or at a private school ; ami, 
for all |M*rsons ten years of age and 
over, lliiwe who can read and write. 
This will be more than lias been done 
heretofore. Ollier educational statis 
tics must be readied by diflerent 
method", in which every oue interested 
may renter some aid. 

Any lists of private schools, no mat- 
ter how brief, or names of single 
schools, no matter how humble, open 
in auy part of tlie present school year, 
witll Hie address of Hie principal teach- 
er of each, will be of assistance to this 
1 ffice.

Other SuhJpctM Touch «m 1 L T ]>ou» 

The following is the president’s mes- 
sage, sent to the senate and house of rep- 
icaentativcs on Tuesday, Dec. 3: 

“To the Senate and House ok Repre- 
sentatives: There are few transactions in 
the administration of t ie government that , 
are even temporarily held in the confidence 
of those charged with the con tact of the 
public busin sw. Every step taken is under 
the observation of an intelligent and watch- 
ful people. The state of the union is known 
frotn day to day, and suggestions as to 
needed legislat ion to iind an earlier voice 
than that which speaks in these annual com- 
munications of the president to congress.” 

He then referred to the good will existing 
between the United States and other na- 
tions. and considered it highly significant 
that the first year of the second century 
finds within our borders as honored guests 
the representatives of all the independent 
•tat es of North and South America 

“The recommendations of this Interna- 
tional conference of enlightened statesmen 
will have the attention of congress and its 
co-operation in the removal of unnecessary 
barriers to beneficial intercourse I set ween 
the nations of America, but while the com- 
mercial results which it is hoped will follow 
this conference are worthy of pursuit, and of 
the great interest they have excited, it is lie- 
licved that the crowning benefit will be 
found in the better securities which may be 
devised for the maintenance of peace among 
all American nations and settlement of all 
contentions by methods that a Christian civ- 
ilization can approve.” 

He referred to the maritime congress now 
in session in Washington, which was called 
“touching the revision and amendment of 
the rules and regulations governing vessels, 
and to adopt a uuiform system of marine 
signals. Delogates from twenty-six nations 
are present. 

“it is an interesting and unprecedented 
fact that the two international conferences 
have brought here the accredited represent- 
atives of thirty-three nations.” 

Attention is railed to the fact that “all 
tha nations of the western -hemisphere, with 
one exception, send to Washington envoys 
extraoniinarv and ministers pIeni]»otentiary, 
being the highest grade accredited to this 
government. The United States, on the 
contrary, sends envoys of lower grades to 
some of our sister republics. * « * and 
1 recommend the completion of the reform 
begun by the last congress in elevating the 
rank of our diplomatic agents in those 
countries. 

“1 also, recommend that timely provision be 
made for extending to Hawaii an invitation 
to be represented in the international con- 
ference now sitting at this capital.” 

After referring to the failure of the last 
treaty restricting Chinese labor immigration 
he says; 

“While our supreai- interests demand the 
exclusion of a laboring element which exjio- 
rienoe has shown to be incompatible with 
our social life, all steps to conqiass this im- 
perative need should be accompanied with a 
recognition of those strangers now lawfully 
among us, to humane and just treatment." 

Concerning the Nicaragua canal, he said: 
“A friendly arrangement has been effected 
between Costa Rica and the government. 
This government has held itself ready to 
promote in every proper way the adjust- 
ment of all questions that might present ob- 
stacles to the eompetilion of a work of such 
transcendent importance to the commerce of 
this country, and indeed to the commercial 
interests of the world. 

In regard to the Samoan question he re- 
referml to the late conference held in Berlin 
and trusts that the senate will approve of 
the efforts which have been made to affect 
an adjustment. 

He says in reference to the fishery troubles 
that Canada has of late been endeavoring 
to administer laws that will cause as little 
trouble as possible. 

He says the boundary line between the 
United States and Canada in the narrow 
channels connecting the great lakes nnd 
along the northwestern boundary should be 
visibly marked. 

He then referred to our relations with 
France, Belgium, Persia, Turkey and other 
smaller nations. 

“Questions continue to arise in our rela- 
tions with several countries in resject to the 
rights of naturalized citizens. Especially 
is this the case with France, Italy, Russia 
and Turkey, and to u less extent with Switz- 
erland. From time to time earnest efforts 
have been made to regulate this subject by 
conventions with those countries. An im- 
proper use of naturalization should not be 
permitted, but it is most inqs, riant that 
those who hare teen duly naturalized should 
everywhere be accorded recognition of, tha 
rights pertaining to the citizenship of the 
country of their apoption. The appropri- 
ateness of special conventions for that pur- 
pose is recognized in treaties which this gov- 
ernment has concluded with a number of 
European states, and it is advisable that the 
difficulties which now arise In our relations 
with other countries on the same subject 
should be similarly adjusted. 

Continuing, the message says: 

“The recent revolution in Brazil in favor 
of the establishment of a republican form of 
government is an event of great interest to 
the United States. Our minister at Rio do 
Janeiro was at once instructed to maintain 
friendly diplomatic relations with the pro- 
visional government, and the Brazilian rep- 
resensativesat this capital Iwere instructed 
by the provisional government to continue 
their functions. Our friendly intercourse 
with Brazil has, therefore, suffered no inter- 
ruption. 

‘‘Our minister has been further instructed 
to extend, on the part of this government, a 
forma! and cordial recognition of the new 
republic go soon as the majority of the peo- 
ple of Brazil shall have signified tlieir aasent 
to its establishment and maintenance. 

“Within our own Borders a general con- 
dition of prosperity prevails. The harvests 
of the Inst summer wore exceptionally 
abundant, and the trade conditions now pre- 
vailing seem to promise a successful season 
to the merchant and the manufacturer, and 
general employment to our working poople. 
The report of the secretary of the treasury 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1880, has 
been prepared, and will be presented to con- 
gress. It presents with clearness the fiscal 
operation of government, and I avail myself 
of it to obtain some facts for use here. The

during th-j receipts of the treasury to the 
needs of the government as closely as may 
be. The collection of moneys not needed 
for public uses imposes an unnet— ssary bur- 
den upon our people, and the presence of so 
large a surplus in the public vaults is a tlis- 
turl >ing element in the conduct of private 
business. 

“It has called Into use expedients for put- 
ting it into circulation of very questionable 
propriety. We should not collect revenue 
for the purpose of anticipating our bonds 
beyond the requirements of the sinking 
fund, but any unappropriated surplus in the 
treasury should be so used, as t lie re is no 
other lawfnl wav of returning the money to 
circulation, and the profit realized by the 
government offer* a substantial advantage. 
The loaning of public funds to the bonks 
without interest upon the security of gov- 
ernment bonds, I regard as an unauthorized 
and dangerous expedient. 

“It results in a temporary and unnatural 
income of the banking capital of f averts! 
localities and com|)«ls a cautious and grad- 
ual recall of the deposits to avoid injury to 
Tercj*! interests , it is n ot to be ex-

healthy competition, and to monopolize the 
production or sale of an article of common 



pr Jhably not lie dilhuit. Uniformity of val- 
uation at all our ports is cs-wiitial, and ef- 
fective measures should betaken to secure 
it. It is equally desirable that questions af- 
fecting rates and classifications should be 
promptly derided. 

“Til" prepiration of anew schedule of cus- 
toms duties is a matter of great delicacy, be- 
cause of its effect upon the business of the 
country, of great difficulty by reason of the 
wi-jp divergence of opinion ns to the objects 
that may be promoted by such legislation. 
Some disturbance of business may pcrhajis 
result from consideration of the subject bv 
congress, but this te nixirary ill effect will bo 
reduced to minimum by prompt action and 
assurance which the country enjovsthat any 
necessary changes will bo so marie as not to 
impair the just and reasonable protection of 
our home industries: 

“The inequalities of the law should be ad- 
justed but the protective principle should be 
maintained and fairly applied to the pro- 
ducts of our farms as well as our shells. 
These duties necessarily have relation to 
other things besides the public revenues. We 
cannot limit their effects by fixing our eyes 
on the public treasury alou-. They have a 
direct relation to home production, to work, 
to wages, and to the commercial independ- 
ence of our country, aud the wise anil pa- 
triotic legislator should enlarge the field of 
his vision to include all of these. The nec- 
essary reduction in our public revenue con, I 
am sure, be made -without making the 
smaller burden more onerous thou tue larger 
by reason of the disabilities an l limitations 
which the process of reduction puts upon 
both capital and labor. 

“The free list can wry safely bo extended 
by placing thereon articles that do not offer 
injurious competition to such domestic pro- 
ducts as onr home labor can supply. Tha 
removal of tho internal tax ujiou tobacco 
would relieve an imjiortant agricultural 
product from a burden, which was imposed 
only because our revenue from customs du- 
ties was insufficient for the public needs. 

“If safe provision against fraud can be 
devised, the revoval of tup tax upon spirits 
used in the arts and in manufactures, would 
also offer an unobjectionable method of re- 
ducing the surplus. 

“A table presented by the secretary of the 
treasury, showing the amount of money of 
all kinds iu circulation each year, from 1878 
to the ores ut time, is of interest. It ap- 
pears that the amount of National bank 
notes in circulation has decreased during 
that period $114,109,729. of which $37, 793,- 
22-i is chargeable to the last year. 

“The withdrawal of brink circulation will 
necessarily continue unler existing condi- 
tions. It is proliablo the adoption of the 
suggestions unde by the comptroller of the 
currency, viz. : That the minimum deposit 
of lioaiisfor the establishment of banks he 
reduced, and that an issue of notes to the 

E ar value of the bonds be allowed, would 
elp to maintain the bank circulation. 

From March 1, 1878 to Oct, 1, 1889, the net 
increase in the total amount of money in 
circulation was" $.593,224,193. The circula- 
lation per capita has increased about $5 
during tho time referred to. 

The president discussing tho coinage of 
silver explains that the large surplus in the 
treasury vaults is “owing to the fact that its 
paper representative is more convenient. 
The general acceptance and use of the silver 
certificate show that silver has not been 
otherwise discredited. Some favorable con- 
ditions have contributed to maintain this 

C radical equality in their commercial use 
Btween the gold and silver dollars. But 
some of these are trade conditions that stat- 
utory enactments do not control, and of the 
continuance of which we cannut lie certain. 

“I think it is clear that if we should 
make coinage of silvor at present rates free 
we must exp-*ct the difference in bullion 
values of the gold and silver dollars will be 
taken account of in commercial transactions 
and I fear the same result would follow any 
considerable increase of present rate of coin- 
age such a result would be discreditable to 
one financial management and disastrous to 
all business interna. We should not tread , 
the dangerous edge of such a peril, and in- 
dent, mtiiiug more harmful could hapjiou 
to the silver interests. Any safe legislation 
upon this subject most secure the equality of 
the two coins in their commercial uses. 

“I have always been an advocate of tho 
use of silver in our currency. We are large 
producers of that metal, aud should not dis- 
credit it. To the plan which will lie pre- 
sent nl by the secretary of the treasury for 
the issuance of notes or certificates upon the 
deposit of silver bullion at its market value, 

1 have been able to give only a hasty exami- 
nation, owing to the press of other matters 
and to the fact that it has been so recently 
formulated. The d- tails of such a law re- 
quire careful consideration, but the general 
plan suggested by him seems to M tBfr the 
purpose — to continue the use of silver in 
connection with our currency, and at the 
same time to obviate the danger of 
which 1 have spoken. At a later day I may 
commnieate further with congress upon this 
subject.” 

The Chinese exclusion act is briefly referred 
to and the difficulty of keeping the Mongol- 
ians out explained as being due to the vast 
boundery line to be guarded in t he north- ; 
west and the scarcity of officers. The state- | 
incut is male that additional officers will be 
placed on duty in that section. 

“The proclamation required by Section 3 
of the act of Mmch 2, 1889, relating to the j 
killing of seals and other fur bearing ani- | 
inals, was issu 'd by mo on the 21st day of ] 
March and a revenue vessel was dispatched 
to enforce the law and protect the interests j 
of the United {states. The establishment of j 
a refuge station at Po ; nt Barrow, as directed 
by congress, was successfully accomplished. ! 

Concerning our coast defenses the presi 1 
dent said: 

“Judged by modem standards we are 
practically without coast defenses. Many of 1 
the structures wo have would enhance I 
rather than diminish the perils of their ! 
garrisons, if subjected to the fire of iin- ] 
proved guns ; and very few are so located as 
to give full effect to the greater range of 
such guns as we are now making for coast 
defense uses. This general subject has had 
consideration in congress for some years, and 
tho appropriation lor the construction of 
large rifled guns, made one year ago, was, I 
am sure, the expression of a purp use to pro- i 
vide suitable works in winch these guns 
might lie mounted. An appropriation now 
made for that purpose would not advance 
the completion of tho works beyond our 
ability to supply them with fairly effective 
guns.' 

“Thesroiritv of onr coast cities against 
foreira attack 'should not rest altogether in 
tho friendly disposition of other nations. 

T here should be a'secoud line wholly in our 
own keeping. I very urgently recommend 
on appropriation at this suasion for the con- 
struction of such works in our most exposed 
harbors. 

“I approve the suggestion of the secretary 
of war t hat provision In made for encamp- 
ing companies of the National Guard in our 
coast works for a specified time each year, 
and for their training iu tho use of heavy 
guns, ills suggestion that an increase of the 
artillery force of the army is desirable, is 
also in connection commended the considera- 
tion of congress. 

“The improvement of onr important 
rivers and harbors should be promoted by 
the necessary appropriations. Care should 
be taken that the government is not com- 
mitted to t he prosecution of works not of 
public and general advantage and that the 
relative oaefntMa* of works of that class is 
not overlooked. Ho far as this work can ever 
be said to be completed, 1 do not doubt that 
the end would be sooner aud more economi- 
cally reached if fewer separate works were 
undertaken at the same time and those se- 
lected for their greater general interest were 
more rapidly pushed to completion. A work 
once considerably begun should not be sub- 
jected to the risk aud deterioration which 
interrupted or insufficient appropriations 
necessarily occasion.” 

The president referred to the killing of 
Judge David 8. Terry by a deputy United 
States marshal for assaulting Justice Fie|d, 
and said: “I recommend that more definite 
provision be made bv law, not only for the 

r roteciion of Federal officers, but for a full 
rial of such cases in the United States 
courts.” 

» He says that In making such recommea ia- 
tions he does not desire to impeach either 
the state laws or the general disposition of 
those charged with their execution. 

“Events, which have been brought to my 
attention, happening in other imrts of the 
country, nave also suggested the propriety 
of extending by legislation, fuller jirotection 
to those who may be called as witnesses in 
the courts of tho United States. The inves- 
tigations of criminal offenses arc often ren- 
dered futile, and the punishment of crime 
impossible, by tho intimidation of wit- , 
nesses.' 1 

The president refers to toe crowded con- 
dition of the supreme court, aud recommends 
t.lie aitablishmnut of intermediate courts 
having final appellate jurisdiction of certain

cam" During the year ending June 30, 
1888, over 2,000 railroad employes were killed 
in service, and more than 23,033 injured. 

The new executive department, that of 
agriculture, has been a success, and the presi- 
dent recommended that congress make the 
usual provision for th9 publication of its an- 
nual report, which cannot fail to be of value 
to the fanning community. He further 
recommends that the weather service be 
taken from tho war department and estab- 
lished as a bureau in the agricultural depart- 
ment. 

Tne president recommended that “The laws 
regulating the sale of intoxicating drinks in 
the District of Columbia should be revised, 
with a view to bringing the traffic under 
stringent limitations and control.” 

He called attention to the value to the 
general government of having a world’s 
fair held in some of our important cities, to ;

Among them are a morbid rondii ion of 
the nasal membranes; bronchitis; a com- 
men cold; atmospheric changes; dust of 
various kmdB; emanations from feathers, r 
from the bodies of auimais; the pollen of 
plants (hay-asthma) ; indigestion; cun, tips 
lion; menial emotion. 

Tho severest paroxysm is never tatal, if 
the patient is not affected by other disease 
or weakuess. Yet it tends to lower t ie vi 
tality, and may thus give rise to total .tis 
ease:

Remedies for tho relief of attacks must 
vary largely with the individual. Trial alone 
will determine tbe kind needed; but as to 
their use, a physician should always be <: a 
suited.

No woman v. - 
ever so constructed that she could afford to 
read a silly book. Iu your selection of 
books take only small doses of love stcry. 
Tho majority of novels in our time are 
made to set forth desperate love scrapes. 

It is well enough for a man to read sufficient 
of this literature to keep him from being 
awkward when he himself becomes a par"y 
to somo affair of tho heart. But much read- 
ing of love stories makes one soft, insipid, 
absent-minded and useless. The probability 
is that when your affections are 
captured they will not be captured 
according to cheap novels. The lady will 
not burst into tears nor faint; nor 
will the parent oppose you so that you 
will have to place a long ladder to tho third- 
story window at midnight. Excessive read- 
ing of love stories will make you a fool be- 
fore you know. Neither must we read a 
book merely because somo one else liked it. 
Do not waste your time on Shakespeare if 
you have no love for poetry or tho drama, 
merely because so many like Shakespeare, 
nor pass a long time with Sir William Ham- 
ilton when metaphysics are repulsive to 
you, though your literary friends arc in 
raptures with the great-headed Scotchman. 
When you read a boo* by the page, every 
few minutes looking ahead to see how many 
chapters you have to finish before you will 
be through, you had better stop that book 
and take something else. There is no rea- 
son in your dousing your plate with vinegar 
because your friends are especially fond of 
the sour, or of spreading your bread 
with honey because your boat has a lasto 
for the saccharine. Thero comes ever and 
anon a fa# hion for certain styles of read- 
ing. Bo not overborne by the pressure. 
For awhile there was prevailing a Tuppe- 
rian epidemic, and wo ail went to writing 
blank verse Then there came a Carlyliaa 
epidemic, and wo ali wrote turgid, involved, 
twisted and break-neck sentences, each 
noun with as many adjectives as Brigham 
Yoeag had wives, aud as little acquainted 
with them. Tbeu camo tho Renanish epi- 
demic, and tho attempt everywhere was 
made to mingle romance and religion, with 
frequent punches at religion, and wo 
prized ourselves ou being skeptical. Let 
us be independent in onr literary tastes. 
Moke up your mind what it is best for you 
to read, and read iu Master a few good 
books. Life is short and books are many. 
Instead of having your mind a gtrrct, 
crowded with rubbish, maao it a parlor 
with rich furniture, beautifully arranged, 
in which you would not bo ashamed to havo 
the whole world enter.— T. D. Tulmage, D.

Preveal Typhoid Fever- 

“There has been enough money paid 
to physicians in the town of Richmond 
within the past five ) ears, on account of 
typhoid fever, to sewer the town,” re- 
marked a prominent physician. “And 
that does not include druggist and under- 
! takers bills and various other expenses,” 
i he confined. Being asked further concern- 
ing the matter, be said that typhoid fever 
comes almost exclusively from impure 
water and foul air, and in nearly every 
case within his knowledge could have 
been prevented by proper sanitary meas- 
ures. A house on sloping ground with 
the usual back premises on the upper 
side is almost sure to bring typhoid fever , 
unless properly drained. There are, of 
course, many causes. 

Would it not be well to look into this 
I question more closely than it has hereto- 
i fore been done ? 



Barrels- 

Charleston, S. C., has a barrel factory 
which is turning out a half million barrels 
every year. Tlie factory gives employ- 
ment to one hundred and twenty laborers, 
and the product is principally oil and rice 
barrels, for which there is an active de- 
mand. In the manufacture of these half 
million barrels annually over seven mil- 
lions of staves arc used, representing sev- 
eral thousand cords of ash wood, all of 
whicli is bought in South Carolina, most 
of it coming from along the Santee river. 

With the opening of our railroad into 
the mountains where timber is plentitul, 
let Richmond have a barrel factory. Bo- 
nanza, Silver Creek and Warwick want 
barrels, “and so do their sisters and their 

cousins and their au nts.” 

An Opera llonse. 

Richmond is sadly in need of an opera 
house, a theatre, or public hall of some 
kind. Seventeen years ago it was deemed 
ot' sufficient importance to build a large 
brick hall. It must have been profitable, 
for within half a dozen years thereafter 
another and similar commodious building 
was erected. Not satisfied with that, an- 
other half dozen years saw the third build 
ing opened to the public. Changes and 
fire have long since claimed those three 
public halls. For two and one fourth 
years Richmond has had no building suit- 
able for a concert or dramatic entertain- 
ment. No place fit for such meetings as 
grand lodges, conferences, associations. A 
stock company could be organized almost 
in a day. Who will make the start ? 

All Bight and Knitting. 

Forman, Chenault & Co., proprietors of 
Bonanza Roller Mills, have treated them- 
selves to a new boiler. Heretofore they 
have used a 6o-horae power, but now they 
have a 90- horse, and besides giving them 
fifty per cent more power, it requires fifty 
per cent less fuel. 

The electric light apparatus has been 
thoroughly repaired and the mill in all its 
nooks and corners from the first to tl.e 
fifth floor is illuminated with the beautiful 
incandescent lights. 

The mill has nine runs of rollers with 
a daily capacity of 125 barrels. Really it 
seems to us that there arc enough wheels 
and belts and spouts for half a dozen mills. 

The mill is kept on a dead run to supply 
j the demand. In fact the two finest brand*, 
j “Governor McCreary’’ and “Old Gold” 
can’t be made as fa»t a* people want them.

Kltlkcr llronrh— The Ceatennial Cele- 
bration of the In&ngnrat Ion of the 

American Congress Will Be Held 

WednetMlay. 

Washington, Dec. 9.— The attention 
of -both houses of congress this week will 
be centered on the centennial celebration 
of the inauguration of the American 
congress to be held in the liall of the 
house of representatives on Wednesday. 
The program arranged for the occasion 
is simple, but the event will gather in- 
terest from the circumstance that it will 
be the first gathering of the people of the ! 
new administration, and the first joint 
meeting of the two houses of the Fifty- 
first congress. 

Tickets for the occasion will lie issued 
to the president and members of con- 
gress, and admittance to the capitol on 
that day will be hy card only. The 
house of representatives will meet at the 
usual hour ami will notify the senate 
tliat it is in session. The senate, preceded 
hy the president and vice president, the 
members of the cabinet, the justices of 
the supreme court of the United States 
and other distinguished officials will then 
proceed to the hall of the house to take 
part in the exercises there. The Marine 
band will discourse sweet music. Rev. J. 
G. Bu’ler, the senate chaplain, will offer 
the opening prayer. Chief Justice Fuller 
w ill deliver an oration and the ceremo- 
nies will conclude with the administra- 
te >a of the lienedirtion hy Rev. W. It. 
M illmm. the chaplain of the house. Vice 
President Morton, the president of the 
senate, will preside at the speaker's desk 
during the ceremonies. At their con- 
clusion the senate will return to the sen- 
ate chamber, where an immediate ad- 
journment will he hail. The house will 
also adjourn without further business. 

Unless something unexpected should 
sjiriug up the senate will transact very 
little business during ttie coining week. 
There is little disposition to proceed to 
the consideration of regular business 
until the committees iiave been re-ar- 
ranged. The caucus committee will meet 
to continue this work, but it may take 
several days to dispose of it. In the 
meantime there will he the usual flood of 
old and new tvills sent to the clerk's desk 
every morning. Some resolutions of 
imjuiry may be offered and discussed. 

It is not unlikely tliat the nominution of 
Associate Justice Brewer will he taken 
up and considered in executive session 
during the week. The general policy of 
the Republican senators is to jiostjione 
the consideration of all nominations until 
the lioliilays are over, but the urgency of 
this case may ap|ieal to have it excepted 
from the general rule. The storv pub- 
lished during the past week that the 
Democratic senators have determined to 
op|Kise Judge Brewer's confirmation in 
retaliation for the delay in the considera- 
tion of Chief Justice Miller’s nomination, 
is discredited by Republican members of 
the committee on the judiciary. 

The house of representatives will have 
little to do during the week. Early ad- 
journments will lie taken on each dav of 
meeting, and it is lianllv likelv that an v 
hills will be introduced. ' The Silcott in- 
vestigation is the mai « tiling hi which 
the memliers arc interested, and the re- 
port of the committee is awaited with a 
great deal of impatience. Members of 
the committee think tliat the investiga- 
tion will !»■ prolonged beyond the time 
in which it was believed the investiga- 
tion could Is* concluded. 

The committee on rules has not yet 
had a meeting, hut should it succeed in 
organizing and making a report to the 
house carlr in the week, there will be 
good prospects for more lively sessions. 

WO OL GROWE RS. 

Hon. Columboa DeUno Denonnces the 
•‘Free Wool” Policy. 

Washington, Dec. 6 .— At the Na- 
tional Wool Growers' meeting a commit- 
tee to preiiare an address to the wool 
growers of the United States was ap- 
pointed. Judge Lawrence, of Ohio de- 
livered an address upon the subject of 
wool growing in the United States. The 
feature of the meeting was the annual 
address of Hon. Columbus Delano, of 
Ohio, president of the National Wool 
Growers' association. He began by sav- 
ing that both food and clothing should 
be produced at home, not purchased 
from abroad, when the people who con- 
sume them have facilities for their pro- 
duction. Necessity alone can justify 
their importation. 

Continuing, he said: “Suppose the 
nation involved in a war, foreign or do- 
mestic. of serious dimensions, like that, 
for example, of the late rebellion; sup- 
pose our commerce embarrassed, as it 
was at that time; suppose our demand 
for wool no greater than it then was, 
and suppose that free trade had de- 
stroyed sheep industry and turned over 
to foreign nations the production of our 
wool: and we may Is* able to appreciate 
the folly, if not the crime, of attempting 
to put wool on the free list." 

“Influenced by the act of 1883," he 
continued, “wool growing languishes 
throughout the United States, and with- 
out relief it must soon perish. In Texas 
the wool clip of 1885 was of the value of 
§9.228.234. In 1887 it was $5,016,674, 
showing a loss of $4,211,560. It is de- 
sirable to extinguished the industry best 
adapted to this vast section under the 
erv of 'Free trade’ or ‘Free wool? Who 
will he benefited by a policy so unwise? 
None, except foreign nations. Under 
the influence of the act of 1883 our an- 
nual clip has been reduced 55,000,000 
pounds, while it should have increased 
at the rate of 2 per cent annually to 
keep pace with the natural growth of 
the country.” 

The speaker read statistics from well 
known authorities tending to show the 
necessity of protection in order to pre- 
serve the wow industry, and then said: 
“No further argument is needed to prove 
that free wool is death to the industry, 
and none who prefer the interests of this 
nation to those of foreign nations will 
fail to regret so serious a blow to our 
wool growers, and to the nation at large 
as free wool will inflict, and none but 
those under influence of personal inter- 
ests or traditional prejudices will fail to 
admit that the attempt to put wool on 
the free list is an economic blunder. 

“To those who favor free trade as our 
true policy, I address no protest against 
free wooL From their standpoint they 
are right. If it be free trade let us have 
it as a system, pure and simple, without 
the adulteration of duplicity under the 
name of ‘incidental protection.’ Let us 
do one or the other, and have an econ- 
omic policy tliat is .entitled to an honest 
and correct name. A ‘tariff for revenue’ 
with incidental protection is a delusion 
and a fraud. We need a National policy 
on this subject, honestly named. If 
protection, let it be general and uniform, 
embracing ail American industries that 
can be profitably pursued by our peo- 
ple.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Delano said “Give 
then, to the L T nited States a wise, econo- 
mic policy that will stimulate to activity 
our looms, spindles, furnaces, forges and 
axils, and thus give increased activity, 
more employment and better wages to 
all laboring classes who are ready to 
unite in promoting a general prosperity, 
and we snail soon develop our various 
and inexhaustible resources. By such a 
system one industry will aid in ’ support- 
ing another, and we shall not be compell- 
ed to purchase from other nations; for our 
production will exceed our consumption, 
and we sliall increase in wealth, prosper- 
ity and happiness." 

At the conclusion of the address the 
meeting adjourned, and the delegates in 
a body tailed on the president and Sec- 
retary Rusk. Their brief interview with 
the president, as well as that with the 
secretary of agriculture, is said to have 
been of a very satisfactory character.

CONFIDENCE IN THE FUTURE. 

The Recent Heavy Fire Loun Create no 

Disturbance in the Financial World. 

Cheering Reports from the Interior 

Trade Centers — Failures of the Past 

Seven Days. 

New Yore. Dec. 7. — R. G. Dun & 
Com|>any's Weekly review of trade says: 
No disturbance appears to have resulted 
as yet front the Lynn and Boston fires, 
and the free offerings of bonds to the 
treasury make the monetary prospect 
clearer. In all other respects the events 
of the past week have but added to the 
I prevailing confidence in the future of 
business, and tlie opening of congress, 
with the annual message and rejiorts, 
have had decidedly an encouraging in- 
fluence. 

Tlie volume of moDey in circulation 
outside the treasury now. $1,417,500,000, 
is al>out $11,000,000 larger than a year 
ago. but far more actively employed. In 
the interior, however, there are some 
signs of abating demand. 

Reports of business indicate some fall- 
ing off at the west, which is considered 
temporary at Chicago, and attributed to 
open and unseasonable weather at Mil- 
waukee, where dealers appear appre- 
hensive, and collections are only fair. 
The same difficulty affects the clothing 
trade at Cleveland' and Philadelphia, and 
is called the cause of depression in the 
coal trade. But nearly all reports indi- 
cate that Business is .satisfactory for the 
season, with improvement in some lines 
at Cleveland. 

Tlie situation in tlie great industries is 
especially significant. In spite of the 
unprecedented supply of iron, there 
six-ms to l.e actual scarcity at Philadel- 
phia, and some sales of No. 1 at §19 for 
1890 delivery are quoted here. Buyers 
hesitate and sales are not large, but there 
is a strong undertone, and at Pittsburg 
an advance of twenty-five cents to $1 per 
ton. 

Dealers in wool are also more confi- 
dent. and at Boston improved prices were 
realized for combifig and delaine; the 
sal<-K were 3,712,000 pounds, and tuanu- 
f.wturers an- more encouraged as to the 
good markets, believing tliat a good de- 
mand may lead to some advance in 
prict ■ later. 

The boot and shoe manufacture oon- 
tinlies remarkably prosperous, though 
comparatively few of the burned out pro- 
dui ers at Lynn are yet ready for orders. 
Another large branch of industry which 
lias been doing exceptionally well is the 
building trade, and well sustained mar- 
kets for all materials result, especially 
for lumber, structural iron, nails and 
glass. 

The speculative markets for products 
have l»een strong, hut not very active. 
The general tendency of prices is still 
upward, the rise since Nov. 80 having 
averaged 1 per cent, for all commodities. 

In the stock market there was serious 
depression at the end of last week and on 
Monday, but since that time there has 
been some recovery, with considerable 
foreign buying. The earnings of rail- 
roads continues remarkably large for 
November, exceeding those of last year 
by nearly 18 per cent. 

Much of the past week’s depression was 
due to fears regarding the withdrawal of 
government deposits from banks, but it 
is now plain that no disturbance can re- 
sult from the gradual measures adopted, 
with the business of the country larger 
than ever before at this season of the 
year, with unprecedented crops as yet 
but partially marketed, and a certainty 
of large consequent demands for the 
products which the fanning states pur- 
chase, and with an abundant supply of 
money in circulation, and foreign ex- 
change so low that gold imports are al- 
ready rumored, the business outlook ap-

Tlie 
members who have not drawn their sal- 
aries for some time are the heaviest 
lote-rs. He lias borrowed and accumu- 
lated cash in every way. 

Discovery of the Crime. 

Mr. Leedo-.n said: “The committee 



upon the celebration of the inauguration, 
of which Mr. Hisoock is chairman, was 
in my office on Wednesday alxrit 3:30 
o’clock. While there Mr. Ballentine. 
paving teller, called me aside and said:

Silcott might have taken more, hut was 
careful to make his offense simply em- 
bezzlement. 

Mr. Leetlom llcKponsible for the Loo. 

Silcott is under is>nds in the sum of 
$50,060, his sureties nuiulicring alxmt 
fifteen |x rso'is. This is. however, an in- 
demnity bond given to the sergeant-at- 
arms. and Mr. Leedom. who is himself 
bonded in the gum of $50,000, is directly 
responsible for the shortage. 

Silrott'a Bond*. 

Silcotfs bond is in Mr. I/—dom's safe 
in Ohio. Among the "signers are ex- 
Congressman J T. Wilson, of Tranquil- 
ity. W. A. Biair, who was elected to the 
legislature last month as a Republican: 
William McCormick, R. H. Ellison and 
R. H. Drennan. The cashier has been 
traced to Toronto. 

The Investigation. 

The commiit-e appointed by Speaker 
Re-xi to investigate the emliezzlement of 
Cashier Sil -ott met at 10:30 o’clock this 
morning in the public lands committee 
room of the house. After spending about 
half an hour in arranging for stationery 
and other minor matters, the committee 
sent for ex-Si-rzeaut-at-arms Leedom, 
who appeared before them with his at- 
torney. ex-Oougressmau Phil. Thomp- 
son, of Kentucky. 

The Investigation Strictly Private. 

Mr. Thompson was not allowed to re- 
main while Mr. L-edora testified. He 
was informed that the investigation was 
to be strictly pri. a;e for at least part of 
the time it will las', and that he could 
not represent Mr. Leedom. Mr. Thomp- 
son strenuously objected to this mode of 
procedure, but the commi.tee wa3 obdu- 
rate. and he was obliged to retire. The 
examination of Mr. Leedom was then 
begun. 

The Shortage Will Reach *71,890. 

The ex-sergeant-at-anns had prepared 
himself for the cross-examination that 
he exi>ected the committee would put 
him through. A careful examination 
had be-n made by him of the extent of 
Silcott's peculation, and he was able to 
tell the committee that about §71,800 in 
government money had been taken. 

Ilnmlsmen Not Re.ponslblc. 

Tlie Silcott investigating committee 
has decided that the bondsmen of Silcott 
are not responsible for the amount taken 
by him.

FRIG HTFUL DE ATH. 

A Conductor** Body Torn to Pieces and a 
Fireman Also Killed in a Collision. 

Dubuque, Iowa, Dec. 7. — A collision 
between two freight trains on the Chi- 
cago. St. Paul and Kansas City railroad 
occurred last night at Durango, nine 
miles from this city. Conductor Berry, 
of the local train, and Fireman John 
Hickey, of the through freight, were in- 
stantly killed. Berry's body being scat- 
tered in fragments in the wrecked cars 
and on the track. 

Several others were injured, but none 
seriously. An engine amt seven loaded 
cars were totally wrecked. The fault 
appears to lie with Brakeman Hall, of 
No. 62> who threw tlie switch before the 
train had time to get on the side track. 
He claimed tliat Conductor Berry was 
drunk and gave the signal. Init this 
charge is indignantly denied by the 
other train men. Hall had to flee for 
his life to avoid being lynched for mak- 
ing the claim. Berry lived in SL Paul, 
and Hickey in Dubuque. 

A NEIGHBOR’S REVENGE. 

He Puts Arsenic in Pork, and Poisons 
Five Persons. 

Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 7.— In Henry 
county George Brown and his family, 
consisting of a wife and three children, 
were poisoned with arsenic. The cliil- 
dren are dead, Mrs. Brown will die, and 
Brown's condition is critical. 

Several weeks ago Brown had a diffi- 
culty with Carter Irwin, but they be- 
came reconciled and appeared to be 
friendly again. Three days ago Irwin 
wont to Ih own’s house, and while in the 
kitchen stirred a pot of pork boiling on 
the stove. Nothing was thought of the 
action, hut soon after eating the pork at 
dinner the family became violently ilL 
The pork was examined, and traces of 
arsenic were found in it. Irwin fled, and 
is still at large. 

Robbed of IIi« Raiment. 

CntCAGO, Dec. 9. -Raphael Michel, 
living at 830 W est Indiana avenue, was 
assaulted and robbed last night near the 
.Dearborn street bridge bv throe un- 
known men and badly cut about the 
head. After he had fallen the highway- 
men pounced upon him and took his 
coat, vest, pants, hat and shoes. He 
was found in this condition by on officer 
and taken to the Dearborn street engine 
house, where he was furnished with a 
suit of clothes and removed to his home. 
The miscreants made their escape. 

Drititntc People in Dakota. 

Yankton, a Dak., Dec. 9.— There are 
2,500 people in Minor county who are 
depending upon aid received from out- 
side to enable them to survive the win- 
ter. Three car loads of provisions were 
sent them from here yesterday and 
turthcr shipments Will follow. Reports 
received yesterday from Bottin.-au 
county are to the effect that the settlers 
there are subsisting upon bran and 
shorts. Upward of 800 are utterly des- 
titute.

Opelousas, Ia.. Dec. 7. — Thursday af- 
ternoon the jury in the case of the Coulee 
Croche regulators, in which Gerome 
Me-iche was being trit-d. returned a ver- 
dict of guilty and imprisonment for five 
years. About an hour later the jury in 
ilie case of Lastie Smith and Svphnun 
Meaehe returned a verdict of guilty, and 
imprisonment for fourteen years. Both 
verdicts involve hard labor in the 
penitentiary. The jury returning the 
List-mentioned verdict had been locked 
up seven days. Our people an- natural- 
ly proud of there verdicts, since tlie re- 
sults were brought about without the in- 
tervention of the attorney general and 
tlie militia. 

Forger Gets Two Years In the “Pen." 

Wjlliamhtown, Ky., Dec. 9.— Henry 
Theobald, once a prominent citizen of 
this county, has just been convicted of 
forgery, and sentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary. He had obtained 
money on several notes forged on prom- 
inent persons of this county. ,

Marion, Ind., Dec. 9. — Martin Spin- 
ner, an employe of the Stewart, Estep 4k 
Company glass factory, was run over 
and killed last night by a Toledo, St, 
Louis and Kansas City switch engine.
